Manifesto of Jewish Ttalibln. 


In view of tho increasing anti-Jewish 


movement in Germany 210 rabbis of the 
country havo issued a manifesto, in 
which they declare tiat the doctrines of 
the Jews are founded on the Scriptures. 
Tho ethics of Judaism, which are sacred 
to its followers and aro taught in the 
schools and preached from the pulpits, 
command as follows: 


"To esteem in evsiy man God's image; 


to evince tho strictest truthfulness in 
trade toward evciybody; to keep most 
faithfully every oath and promise which 
has been mado to anybody, either Jew 
or Christian; to bo charitable toward 
everybody of whatever confession; to 
obey the laws of tho fatherland in faith- 
ful devotion; to promote the welfare of 
tho fatherland with all one's power, and 
to co-operate in tho spiritual and nioiftl 
perfection of mankind." 


It remains to bo seen whether the pub- 


lication of tins manifesto will havo the 
desired effect, I am afraid not.

greater number of thu anti-Semites aro 
fully aware of tho fact that tho allega- 
tions against the ethics of Judaism are 
falsa.

A very important (uWic met ting was 


held on Wednesday ia tlie 'Williams libra- 
ry, Gordon square. 
It was tlint of the 


couocil of thp Association of Women Pi- 
oueer Lcotarerd, which has "been formed 
for the purpose of providing lectures in 
districts not yet touched by tho universi- 
ty extension scheme or any other similar 
teaching1, the now feature of the work 
being that tho lectures are to TM> given 
by competent women, who have passed 
examinations sufficiently stringent to 
guarantee their efficiency. 


The object of the association is to offer 


the means of n higher education than 
can be acquired at tho elementary schools 
to men and women engaged in tho regu- 
lar occupations of life. It hopen to reach 
the dwellers in niral localities, ladies 
resident in suburban districts, I ho mem- 
bers of vrorking men and women clubSj 
institutes and night schools. The lec- 
tures arc proposed to be on such subjects' 
as history, literature, science art, eco- 
nomics, utc., the v.'ork being similar al- 
though perhaps of a moro elementary 
and hivrcble character than that included 
in tho university extension, 
r.fhe asso- 


ciation aims at simply opcnirg a new 
field of 'voile for women between the ele- 
mentary education on the one hand and 
the nnh ersity extension teaching on the 
other, 
."t is already in aatisfact ory prog- 


ress. 


The number of women lecturers at 


present ifc work is about 30, many oi 
wham hisvo had tho advantages Df univer- 
sity training. Tho four centers of work at 
present nre Enfield, Luton, Chelmsford 
and Haj ward's Heath. It is believed by 
the promoters of tho scheme that there 
are no li mitations to the healthy progress 
of the work of the association and that 
cvnaliiiec'. women would have vrorl: of a 
most congenial nature. 


Tlio chairman, Canon Pag'et, dealt 


upon the special gifts of woiren as lec- 
turers, a ad Canon Scott Holland spoko of 
the impc rtance of tho work. In tho state- 
ment mado by Miss E. Bradley, tho sec- 
retary, regarding the objects of the asso- 
ciation, strcBS was laid upon the help 
women would give to tho "leveling up" 
which specially marks the last decade of 
the nineteenth century. 
It is hardly 


necessary to say that subscriptions arc 
needed to mc-et the expenses of the 
scheme. —London Queen.

The Columbian 
Exposition is ready. It only awaits the 
spark of lite to be commnnicited by the 
touch of the executive of the nation.

About $70,000 Ima bcei> promised to- 


ward the ^S50,000 endowment fund Pres- 
ident Eliot requires at tho "Woman's Ed- 
ucation society bofoio he can recommend 
tho incorporation of iho Harvard annex 
with tho university to tho elirectors of 
the institution. It is now 18 years since 
tho Society for tho Collegiate Education 
of Women, known us the Harvard an- 
nex, was established at Cambridge, aud 
it is now a school of 300 women, its stuel- 
ies the same as those of Harvarel col- 
lege, aud its classes taught by Harvard 
professors in time not claimed by the- 
college. 
Students taking regular or spe- 


cial courses receivo certificates from 
their professors as te stimony of satisfac- 
tory work, but as the annex has no offi- 
cial connection with tho university Us 
students cannot receivo Harvard degrees, 
and although these certificates are rec- 
ognized in all parts of the country as 
bearing testimony to work worthy of a 
tlegree, yet they have not, even in the 
most advanceil courses, the samo value 
as the acaelemic degree, which entitles 
its owner to write the magic letters after 
her name that give evidence of her pro- 
ficiency to all tho world. In order to 
justify the directors in adopting the an- 
nex as part of tlio university it must be 
made self supporting, for there are no 
general funds to bo drawn upon in estab- 
lishing this new del artmejnt, and a great 
effort is being maeli- to raise the endow- 
ment winch shall secure to women the 
highest advantages for .eelucation in the 
oldest of Americaminiversities.—Boston 
Letter.
